Tlie announcement: of the. cut 
back in the service was made .by 
acting Anlioch Postmaster Rob- 
ert Garter.

Marvin Watson to comply with 
the cut -required by Congress- un- 
der the recently enueted tax bill 
by reducing some postal ser- 
vices and curtailing, new luring.

Your Congressman 
Reports 

By Cong. Robert McClory 

The Federal, government has 
demonstrated a striking lack of 

'capacity for administering pro- 
grams designed to meet numer- 
ous domestic problems.; Some- 
time last, year the Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity compiled a 
catalog listing more than 1,000 
separate Federal Programs. This 
vast compilation has been made 
available to local public officials 
and citizens to aid them in apply- 
ing for _benef its in the form of 
Federal grants and loans. 

. Recently, ^Congressman William 
V. Roth, of Delaware disclosed 
the results of an 8 months' study 
conducted privately by himself 

- and his office staff which appears 
to* be more accurate and 'authen- 
tic than the previous. OEO study. 
Indeed, Congressman Roth indi- 
cates, numerous discrepancies be? 
frequently confused and dis- 
accord" as he has discovered it. 
For Instance, the OEO catalog 

lists 62 programs in" the Office of 
Education. A subsequent govern- 



ment ■ bureau lists 82 programs. 
Still another official listing brings 
the total to 111. Congressman 
Roth determined- that there are 
indeed over 120 programs offer- 
i ng - assistance— to— sehools— stu- 
dents, teachers and others avail- 
able through the .Office of Edu- 
cation. Numerous other exam- 
ples arc given in the report 
which Congressman Roth present- 
ed recently to the U. S. House, of 
Representatives. 

Since the Federal government 
itself seems not to be accurately 
informed of its own proliferated 
bureaucracy it is easy to under- 
stand how the private citizen is 
frequently confsued and dis- 
mayed. 

In order that the Executive 
Branch may be required to main- 
tain a_I|stjpf_activities in which 
it is engaged, Congressman Roth 
has advanced a proposal (H. R. 
18574,) that the President com- 
municate to the Congress at the 
beginning of each year a full and 
complete list of all Federal pro- 
grams and by whom they are ad- 
ministered. This member, of Con- 
gress, 'as well as- more than 50 
other members"p|f the House and 
Senate have joined in sponsoring 
this Joint-Resolution.— "^..'' ■ 

The great maze of Federal 
activities suggests also that there 
is widespread extravagance and 
duplications which- should be 
eliminated. -However, in order 
to accomplish such ' a result, it 
would seem Important to reestab- 
lish a commission similar to that 
headed by the. late former Presi- 
dent^ Herbert HbovejK whbse 
studies completed in. 1Q55 disclos- 
ed numerous areas of waste and

Two new bills requiring every, 
motorisj. to show proof that per- 
sonal property taxes had been 
paid or arc not owed before li- 
cense plates may he obtained 
that are coming up for consid- 
eration al the emergency session 
of the Illinois General Assembly 
may be unconstitutional, the 
Chicago Motor Club-AAA has 
warned members of the legis- 
lature. . 

The motor club's' legislative 
bulletin also points out that even 
if the bills withstand the test 
of constitutionality they still 
would place, a tremendous burden 
upon all vehicle owners in Ihc 
state, tax officials and the auto- 
mobile department of the Illinois 
Secretary of Slate. 

These bills (S.B. 2039 and H,B. 
272C) are widely misunderstood, 
they are commonly believed. lo 
have a purpose only to tax auto- 
mobiles. Actually, they call for 
obtaining certificate relating 
to taxes upon all of one's per- 
sonal properly from city and 
county officials. 

There are more than five 
million motor vehicles- registered 
in the State of Illinois. The owner, 
of each would have lo visit his 
local tax collector and ask for 
certificate of proof. Tiie tax 
collectors would have to search 
their records and issue the five 
millton certificates'. The Secretary 
of State would have to review the 
certificates for their authenticity. 
The bulletin adds ;that the 
whole program would, impose 
great - administrative expense 
upon the state which would get 
no compensating revenues to 
meet such cosls. The motor club 
also- cautioned it could he worse 
for the individual who would 
have-to4ake - as-muclu as -a_day. 
off from work to jirocurc the 
required certificates, even though 
he owed no tax.

Members of the Illinois legisla- 
ture should be free to choose 
between alternatives which may 
be proposed for solving the state's 
financial problems rather than 
restricted by a political party's 
endorsement of a single ap- 
proach. . 

That point was made In tho 
Illinois Agricultural Association's 
statement toflhc platform com- 
mittee, of, 'the Illinois Republican 
party. , . • . e „ ... • 
parly. John.K.. Cox, IAA secre- 
tary of legislation, presented the 
stale-wide Farm Bureau's plat- 
former ecommendolions-ntrTa-re- 
cent meeting in Springfield. The 
same statement will be made to 
the Democratic party prior to 
its platform . deliberations. 

While the TAA has supported a 
stale income' tax for. a number 
of years as a more equitable 
means of getting additional ■rev- 
enue, the assoclatoin did not pro- 
pose that the Republican party 
endorse a. flat rate income tax. 
Instead, the farm organization 



asked the parly to adopt a plat- 
form "wnich will leave the mem- 
bers of the legislature free to 
choose between alternatives 
which may be proposed for pro- 
viding the necessary state funds." 

In the area of revenue, the IAA 
said that continued increases in 
property taxes and inability of 
the slate government to live 
within its income arc matters of 
grave concern to many farmers. 

"Securing sufficient state rev- 
enue to meet slate needs ,and 
revising the tax structure to pro- 
vide a broader tax base to lessen, 
present tax inequities, are major 
state needs."-" 

Expressing concern with the' 
trend toward urbanization of 
ppoulatloh and decreasing- rural 
minorities, the IAA recommend- 
ed that any. reapportionment of 
-.county boards, as directed by the 
UrSrSuprcmc"CDurlrbo"donc-in 
a manner allowing some rural 
representation. 

The IAA also stated that much 
consideration should" be given by 
the state legislature to revising 
local government structure In or- 
der to serve the people belter. 
Consideration- should be given, to 
combining some of the smaller 
counties or to combining func- 
tions of the various offices for 
more efficiency and economy, the 



IAA recommended. The farm 
organization also urged the legis- 
lature to increase Us support of 
operating costs of Illinois junior 
colleges because these costs have 
risen considerably since appro- 
priations were made In 1065. 
.The Illinois Agricultural Asso- 
ciation also urged the. Republi- 
can parly to support tho Illinois 
constitutional convention as tho 
"most logical present .way lo 
remove roadblocks to Illinois' fu- 
ture."
